' Leaving Her Dock at Southampton Last Wednes- 
day. 


Cape Race, Newfoundland, April 14—At 10.25 tonight the Alian 
line steamship ‘Titanic, on her maiden voyage across the Atlantic 
from Southampton to New York, with 1300 passengers, 350 of which 
are first cabin, called ‘‘C.Q.D,”’ (the assistance call) and reported 
having struck an iceberg. The steamer said immediate assistance 
was required. , 

Half an hour afterwards another message came reporting that 
they were sinking by the head and that the women were being put 
off in the lifeboats. 

The weather was calm and clear, the Titanic’s wireless operator 
reported, and he gave the position of the vessel as 41.46 north lati; 


tude and 50.14 west longitude. The Marconi station at Cape Race 
notified the Allan liner Virginian, the captain of which immediately 
advised that he was proceeding for the scene of the disaster. 
The Virginian was about 450 miles distant from the Titanic 
and expected to reach that vessel about 10 a.m. Monday. ? 
The Olympic at an early hour Monday morning was in ‘latitude 
40.32 north and longitude 61.18 west. She was in direct communi- 
cation with the Titanic and is now making all haste towards her. 
The steamship Baltic also reported herself as about two hun- 
dred miles east of the Titanic and was making all haste. ... 
The last signals from the Titanic were heard by the Virginian, 
at 12.27 am. The wireless operator on the Virginian says these 
signals were blurred and ended abruptly.

“Ile made a statement and then 
signed his name to it,"’ said the law- 
yer.

only made a statement that was false, 
and therefore he could be only charg- 
ed with making a false document, 
which in itself is not forgery.”

During these introductory remarks, 
the colonel sat still, looking straight 
ahead of him with a quigs#ical ex- 
pression, When he arose to deliver 


| his speech there Was a round of ap- 


plause and then an expectant silence. 

“T was duly impressed,” said he 
with a smile, “by Mr. MeKenzie’s ex- 
planotion that there was no politics 
here and ,that, thtrefore, he was ob- 
liged to warn me that both he and Mr, 
Langtry utterly disagreed with my

Canada, are to pay to London in May / 
has heightened the interest in the 
matter, particularly as to what Can- 
ada’s contribution is to be under her 
new administration. 

The Admiralty will not initiate any 
proposals, the policy of the Govern- 
ment being that the Dominions must 
make up their minds as to what they 
desire and are able t6 do, They will, 
however, be given Suidance, and the 
accumulation of naval knowledge 
which England has gathered will be 
placed at their disposal, 

Winston Spencer: ‘Churghill, firs: 
lord of the Admiralty, in discussing 
the matter recently, went further, and 
said that the Admirakty would place }| 
the facts of the naval policy before |

The Government being in posses- 
sion of the facts gathered at the last 
imperial defence conference, does not 
expect the Dominions to do much} 
more than was agreed upon then. 

Some ‘Imperialists, however, have 
plans that go far beyond that. These | 
were outlined by Page Croft, «aj 
Unionist member, in the debate on | 
the navh! estimates. He contended 
that the Dominions should each have 
a fleet. Australia and Canada should | 
each have four Dreadnought cruisers, |

Epeaking as’ 
a Newfoundlander, for I look on my- 
self as a Newfoundlander now, I cor- 
dially agree with the idea of con- 
federation, not only from the Imperial 
point of view, but because I believe 
it would make for the welfare and 
prosperity of both countries, 

“But there is no denying the fact 
that a certain section of the New- | 
foundland people are totally opposed 
to coming into the confederation. 
Mostly, I believe, they are the manu- 
facturing classes, who are relatively 
small, and who believe that confedera- 
tion with Canadq would result in the 
ruin of their industries which are 
now protected from Canadian com- 
petition. 

“Now, what I suggest is this—that, 
as Canada, so far as I can judge, seems 
to be of one mind in favor of con- 
federation, it should be made the busi- 
ness of some one to prepare etatisti- 
cal information such as would show 
Newfoundlanders exactly what they 
would gain from confederation as 
against anything they would lose.
